Bronchiolitis  

 

Normal 

respiratory 

epithelium, no 

inflammatory cells 

present around 

the bronchiole 

and adjacent 

perivascular 

region(s).  

 

 

Mild influx of 

macrophages 

and/or 

monocytes to 

the airway 

submucosa, 

but no 

neutrophils.  

 

Slightly thickened 

airway due to 

moderate influx of 

macrophages into 

the submucosa.  

 

Marked influx of 

macrophages 

and some 

neutrophils into 

the submucosal 

layer causing 

thickening of the 

airway.  

 

Perivascular 

Inflammation  

 

Normal vascular 

endothelium wilth 

few 

macrophages.  

 

Mild influx of a 

few 

macrophages 

and/or 

monocytes to 

the region. 

 

Moderate 

macrophages 

infiltrates with 

much of ihe 

connective tissue 

still visible.  

 

Marked 

macrophages 

and some 

neutrophils 

around 

perivascular 

regions.
